Indianapolis, July 7.—A committee 
of th e Indianapolis Bar association 
consisting of Addison C. Harris, Wm. 
A. Keteh am, J. E. McCullough , Frank 
E. Gavin and Ch arles Wr. Smith , ap­ 
pointed several month s ago to prepare 
a bill for a law providing for public 
depositories 
for 
public 
funds 
by 
wh ich th e state and its various muni­ 
cipalities will receive th e interest on 
all of th eir funds, h as made Its re­ 
port. Th e members of th e association 
discussed it at considerable length and 
accepted it with a few minor ch anges. 
Th e bill will be presented to th e 
uex t legislature. 
It is said th at it 
embodies many of Governor Hanly ’s 
ideas on th e subject 
It provides in 
th e first section th at all money re­ 
ceived or paid out by th e state sh all 
be disbursed th rough th e state treas­ 
urer's office on warrants issued by th e 
auditor of state. 
Th e second section 
provides th at at 12 o’clock each day 
all state officers ex cept th e treasurer 
sh all present 
to th e auditor, on a 
blank form prescribed by h im, an ex­ 
act report of th e business of th e pre­ 
ceding day in th eir offices, and th at by 
2 o’clock on th e same day th e auditor 
sh all file with th e governor a report 
sh owing th e ex act amount of money 
in th e treasurer’s 
office subject to 
ch eck of th e treasurer. 
Sections 4 and 5 provide th at th e 
governor, auditor of state and secre­ 
tary of state sh all constitute a board 
of control of public funds of th e state 
and th at th ey sh all h old a meeting th e 
first Monday of each month , or at th e 
governor's pleasure. 
In designating publie depositories 
th e board may select any number of 
banks of discount and deposit active­ 
ly engaged in business or regularly 
incorporated trust companies not ex­ 
ceeding forty , and sh all by public no­ 
tice solicit applications from th e in­ 
stitutions th at desire to become cus­ 
todians of th e funds. Th e board must 
make an order certify ing to th e treas­ 
urer th e institutions th at h ave been se­ 
lected as depositories. 
Th e institu­ 
tion must deposit with th e board gov­ 
ernment, state or municipal bonds 
guaranteeing th e state for th e money 
it places on deposit, and no institution 
sh all receive an amount of th e state 
funds exceeding 90 per cent of th e 
recognized value of th e securities. 
Th e state is tq* receive at least 2 per 
cent per annum for th e funds. 
Th e board sh all select depositories 
for th e superintendents of th e various 
benevolent, penal and educational in­ 
stitutions and sh all make quarterly ex­ 
aminations of th e treasurer’s office. 
Th e penalties for violation of any pro­ 
visions of th e act are about th e same 
as fixed in th e laws now governing 
th e offices. 
In counties th e board of 
county commissioners sh all constitute 
th e board of control, and in cities th e 
board of works and th e city controller 
sh all serve in th at capacity . 
Th e 
townsh ip advisory boards sh all act in 
th e same rapacity in towmsh ips. Th e 
bill finally provides th at any county , 
municipal, townsh ip or sch ool town 
treasurer wh o sh all violate th e act I 
sh all be fined not less th an $100 nor ! 
more th an $5.000, and may be impris­ 
oned for not less th an one nor more 
th an five y ears.

Americans are accustomed to cook 
n ee in boiling water, but a receipt 
from an East Indian kitch en advises 
using cold water. Th e receipt is given 
in full, as publish ed in an English 
magazine: 
“ Pick over and wash 
th e 
rice 
th rough several waters, th en put in a 
large pan, with a pinch of salt and a 
full quart of fresh cold water for every 
pound of rice. 
Bring th is water to a 
boil, and by th e time th is point h as 
been reach ed th e rice sh ould h ave been 
cooked. 
Strain from th e water and 
return to th e fire for a minute or two, 
till th e grains are quite dry and per­ 
fectly separate. Cooked in th is fash ion 
th e rice will be found quite tender, 
th ough sligh ly ^crisp 
Rice with cabbage is very good, 
alth ough seldom prepared in American 
kitch ens. Boil separately well wash ed 
Caroline rice and a small spring cab­ 
bage. 
Drain th e cabbage and cut into 
tiny pieces. 
Mix with it th e drained 
rice, and add an ounce of butter, salt 
and black pepper. 
A little cream and 
a tablespoonful of Parmesan ch eese 
may also be added, and will be liked. 
Stir over th e fire until quite h ot. 
Serve with 
crutons of fried bread 
spread with anch ovy butter.”

Yet when the com m ittee com es to an­ 
alyze th is criticism they find that part 
of it is based upon principles th a t are 
known, and part of It upon an aesthet­ 
ic sense and popular dem and th at food 
products shall be produced in places 
conform ing to certain som ew hat vague 
ideals. 
The aesthetic sense em bodies 
som ething of necessity and som ething 
m ore of luxury, in regard to the latter 
of which there may be a good deal of 
m isinform ation. 
“Nowhere is there greater vague­ 
ness and less definite inform ation than 
In regard to preservatives. 
Even sci­ 
en tists differ on this subject. 
Your 
com m ittee has investigated by Inquiry, 
by search and by analysis to deter­ 
m ine w here preservatives w ere used. 
It gives the preservatives used but 
does not discuss the question of the 
harm fulness from the preservatives 
employed on the one hand nor the sup­ 
posedly increased dangers resulting 
from the use of unpreserved products, 
or products differently preserved on 
the other. 
It especially com m ends 
these questions for fu rth er scientific 
inquiry.”

Chicago, July 7.—Th© Chicago & 
Alton railroad and John N Fa it horn 
and Fred A. Warm, form erly officials 
of the road, w ere convicted In the 
United S tates district court of ille­ 
gally granting rebates to the Schwarz- 
child & Sulzberger Packing company. 
No sentence was im posed by Judge 
Landis pending the argum ents for a 
new trial for the defendants. 
It wa5 claim ed by the governm ent 
th at the officials of the railroad com­ 
pany had allowed the em ployes of the 
packing com pany to travel free (rf ex­ 
pense by refunding to them all money 
expended for transportation. 
It was 
declared by the court th at this did not 
com prise a rebate, and he instructed 
the jury th at a verdict of not guilty 
should be returned as to two counts 
of the Indictm ent which charged the 
giving of rebates in connection with 
this passenger transportation. 
In the other eight counts of the In­ 
dictm ents, on all of which the defend­ 
ants w ere found guilty, two offenses 
against the Elkins law w ere proved. 
It was shown by the governm ent th at 
the railroad com pany had charged $4 
per car for handling the products of 
Schw arzschild & Sulzberger a t Kan­ 
sas City, and had then repaid the padd­ 
ing com pany $1 on each car. The gov­ 
ernm ent claim ed, and the court held, 
th at the failure of the railroad to pub­ 
lish in its tariff sheet the fact th at the 
one dollar was repaid made it in fact 
a secret rebate. It was claim ed by the 
attorneys for the defendants that the 
refund of the dollar per car was neces­ 
sary because 
the 
packing company 
owned the railroad track near its plant 
and compelled the railroad com pany 
to pay th at am ount for trackage when 
it hauled the cars away. 
Judge Landis disagreed with this 
contention and declared th at the pay­ 
m ent of the dollar constituted a secret 
rebate. 
U nder the law the maximum 
sentence of the court may be a fine 
of $120,000 for each of the three de­ 
fendants. 
No imprisonme nt provision 
appears in the law. 
There' are two 
specific allegations of rebating alleged 
in the eight counts of the indictm ent 
upheld by the court.

Editor R epublican: 
Continuing the subject under consid­ 
eration in my last letter—The Old 
Grave Y ard—I recall another incident 
connected therew ith that so strongly 
stamped itself upon my mind that I 
can never forget it. 
It has followed 
me all these years and is as vivid to 
my eye today as when it was first en­ 
acted—a m idnight burial 
The burial of a dear friend in day­ 
light under the sm iling sun and bright 
bine skies with all nature decked and 
robed in beauty and splendor is always 
sad enough and softens, and often 
moves to tears, the most sturdy and 
obdurate among us. 
There may be 
sometimes be favoring circumstances 
surrounding the burial of a friend 
which will to some extent m itigate the 
sorrow and 
lighten 
the load that 
presses upon the heart as we stand at 
the open grave and bid a last farewell 
as the clods fall upon the casket that 
contains the remains of the loved one. 
But seldom is there present any ele­ 
ment whatever calculated to assuage 
the grief or check the flow of bitter 
tears or still the tum ultuous beating 
of the crushed and bleeding heart as 
we pay the last sad rites of the de­ 
parted. 
B ut a m idnight burial — who can 
picture it in all its gloom and sad­ 
ness? The scene 
needs to be w it­ 
nessed but once in a life-tim e. It will 
so impress, so burn itself upon the 
very heart and sonl of any sensitive 
and emotionable nature as to remain 
there through all after life. 
Now after almost sixty years that 
picture remains phoptographed on my 
memory—engraved on my very heart 
as fadeless and bright as the night it 
stamped itself there. 
There was an epidemic of smallpox 
in Rushvilie somewhere along about 
1847 which resulted in at least one 
death. 
Perhaps there may have been 
other deaths, but I do not recall them 
at this time. 
I remember, however, 
that there were quite a number of 
casos in the town and if there was but 
one death it speaks very well for the 
doctors who had to deal witli it for I 
doubt very much if more than one or 
two of the doctors had ever had any 
experience w ith it or even seen a case 
of it before. 
But, as soldiers in the 
field unused to war and w ar’s alarms 
are apt to overestim ate the dangers 
surrounding them and take quick and 
extraordinary 
measures 
to 
guard 
against attack from the enemy, so is it 
always w ith physicians and people 
when a dangerous and fatal malady’ 
makes its first appearance among them. 
The m unicipal organizatim at that 
tim e in Rushville was not of a very 
advancedjorder, in fact was in a very 
prim itive state, to sav the least of it. 
Men were ¡very seldom arrested for 
anything. 
Fighting, 
drunkeness, 
disturbing the peace were generally 
ooked upon 
as mere diversion, an 
effervescence of feeling superinduced 
by good living and good digestion, 
and its exercise should not be too 
severely curbed or restrained. 
Under these conditions it became 
necessary to effect another organiza­ 
tion, a kind 
of 
“ wheel w ithin a 
wheel.” 
The whole management of 
the town was placed in the hnnds of 
the rosident physicians, w ith old Dr. 
H oratio G. Sexton at their head. 
He 
was the oldest, both in point of years 
and in practice, and was pre-em iuently 
fitted for the position. 
For, besides 
having a very calm and steady nature, 
tho Alm ighty had endowed him with 
an 
abundance £ of good, hard solid 
sense. 
They promulgated rules and 
regulations for the government of the 
people in the emergency. 
And the 
people, feeling helpless and dependent 
upon the doctors readily subm itted to 
all rules proscribed by them and did 
all they could to assist them in con­ 
fining the plague to as narrow a lim it 
as possible, thus to enable the doctors 
to cope w ith it and finally stamp it 
out. 
For these reasons, aud as a measure 
of extraordinary precaution the order 
was given in this case to bury at m id­ 
night. 
In all my long life, which has 
not been altogether uneventful. I have 
never known an hour so deeply im ­ 
pressive and oppressive as was that 
m idnight hour. 
The death I sj>eak of was the little I 
daughter of my old triend Donaldson, 
for whom I worked when I first came 
there. 
She was a very sweet, bright 
little star, and her death was a forci­ 
ble rem inder of the adage, “ Death 
loves a shining m ark.” 
Dr. Sexton 
having special 
charge of this case 
kindly, but reluctantly, perm itted me 
to attend the burial. 
Ju st at the stroke of twelve, a small 
company filed out of the home of the 
little one, bearing along with them 
the casket containing the remains. 
A half dozen lanterns whose feeble, 
flickering lights caused strange wierd

The night was unusually dark as 
though nature had purposely adjusted 
herself to the occasion. 
The moon, as 
if to shut ont from view the solemn 
scene, had 
veiled 
herself in thick 
clouds that overcast the sky. 
deep, aw fnl and oppressive, 
over everything aronnd us. 
moved, no sound was heard 
soft and measured footfalls 
strangely silent m idnight marchers. 
The recollection of it always recalls 
to my mind 
a verse in the poem 
w ritten on the burial of Sir John 
M oore: 
“ We buried him low, at dead

The sod w ith our bayonets turning. 
By the struggling moonbeams’ misty 
light. 
And onr lanterns dimly burning.” 
Almost as silent as the occasion from 
which I have quoted was our strange 
sad mission that night. 
Not a sound 
was heard, not a word spoken save 
the voice of that hoary headed, rever 
ed old man. as w ith hands and eyes 
and heart uplifted to heaven, he sim ­ 
ply asked for help and strength for the 
stricken ones to bear up under what 
then seemed to them to be a load “ too 
intolerable to be borne.” 
We turned away and wended our 
way back to the deserted home as 
slowly and sadly as we had come 
The world waits for no one. 
Life 
makes its demands which m ast be 
met. 
G radually 
everything settled 
back into their wonted channels and 
all the burdens of life webe taken up 
again. 
But there is a picture deeply 
engraved on my heart that I havo car 
ried from that night, and shall carry 
until, like the dear little one, I, by 
kind hands, shall be laid away to rest 
Fifty years afterw ard—fifty years 
of mingled 
jovs and sorrows—fifty 
years afterw ards, a sad and lonely 
white haired old pilgrim stood once 
more beside that little mound, and 
with bared and bowed head, breathed 
a silent prayer that, in the end of life’s 
long journey he m ight find the sweet, 
eternal peace in which that pore little 
sonl m ust forever dwell. 
And now, sitting in the evening 
shadows of life, w ith his face toward 
the setting sun, watching w ith dim ­ 
ming eyes the gathering tw ilight as 
it deepens into the gloom of night, an 
old man mav bo excused if he drops 
iuto a m oralizing, retrospective mood. 
It has always seemed to me that 
much of the joy and love that should 
have come to bless and cheer my long 
afterlife was buried that night in that 
lonely grave w ith that darling little 
child. 
If man is capable of ever feeling 
one holy inspiration, one unselfish, 
unsordid emotion in life, it must be 
in the love he may bear toward some 
pure and innocent little girl.
